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GVHC 9-Month Fiscal Report Studied 
By Board; Garage Policy Requested 


Few Openings Remain 
In "Woodland Hills” 

“Woodland Hills” — Greenbelt’s 
non-profit co-op home building 
group — still has a few choice op¬ 
enings left, Tony Madden, group 
president, announced this week. 
Preference will be given to veterans 
for the few remaining openings, in 
order that the group may gain ad¬ 
vantages afforded by meeting the 
65 percent veteran-membership re¬ 
quirement called for in the federal 
government’s recent non-profit co¬ 
op housing bill, which provides a 
low 7 percent down-payment for 
land, improvements, brick home, 
appliances, and a 35-year mort¬ 
gage. 

Ground will be broken for im¬ 
provements after January 1; home 
construction will start in April, 
with the goal of full family occu¬ 
pancy next September in time for 
fall school opening, Madden dis¬ 
closed. 

Veterans participating are assur¬ 
ed that they will not use up “vet¬ 
erans rights.” Next membership 
meeting will be held Tuesday, De¬ 
cember 6 in the City council room. 
Additional information can be had 
by phoning Madden at GR 3-4111. 


Other Increases 


Dess Rent 

Major factor reducing GVHC in¬ 
come was the $17,000 less received 
this year in rent from tenants. A 
greater proportion of housing un¬ 
its were owner occupied in 1955, 
thus reducing the number of rental 
units paying the 10-percent-higher 
rental. At the same time, there 
was no overall increase in income 
from owner-occupied homes, be¬ 
cause of the reduction in member's 
monthly charges effective January, 
1955. 

All other income items’ showed an 
increase for the first nine months 
of 1955 over 1954, especially sales 
and transfer fees ($5,900) and 
maintenance charges ($3,200). 
These increases would have been 
almost sufficient to offset the re¬ 
duced income from monthly charg¬ 
es and rentals, if not for the fact 
that a fuel oil patronage refund 
check of about $5,000 was not re¬ 
ceived in time to be included in 
the nine-month report. A similar 
refund .last year was included in 
1954’s nine-month operating state¬ 
ment. 

Increased expenses for 1955 are 
attributable :to several factors 
Heating, repairs, and maintenance 
costs were $20,100 more than in 
1954, as a result of greater fuel oil 
expenditures and a 10 percent in¬ 
crease in wages placed in effect 
at the beginning of 1955. Unin¬ 
sured hurricane damage accounted 
for another $4,600, although GVHC 
Manager Paul Campbell pointed 
out that the 4th quarter of 1954 
produced considerable uninsured

These requests would in¬ 
crease the tax rate to about $2.65 
per $100 of assessed valuation if 
they were all included as operating 
expenses, as compared to $1.70 for 
1955. Based on the city manager’s 
budget recommendations, the 1956 
tax rate would be $1.97.” 

Areas In which McDonald sub¬ 
stantially slashed departmental re¬ 
quests are: Sanitation, Swimming 
pool, Municipal parks, and Other 
recreation. The budget proposals 
contemplate no curtailment of 
present service, either in these four 
areas or in any other, Sisco stated. 

Sisco said the McDonald propos¬ 
als include certain increases: new 
budget items for tots’ summer 
playground and Labor Day festi¬ 
vals, both paid for this year out of 
surplus, and small increases for 
administrative personnel, in the 
highway department, and for ad¬ 
ditional recreation salaries. 

Main differences between de¬ 
partmental requests and McDon¬ 
ald’s recommendations, said Sisco, 
have to do with capital improve¬ 
ments, where McDonald made sub¬ 
stantial cuts in poerating-budget 
estimate by: (1) substituting “re¬ 
pairs” for replacement, as in the 
tennis court; (2) limiting lake im¬ 
provements to installation of sani¬ 
tary facilities, while forgoing con¬ 
struction of pavilion and ^ _ T -.
